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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the application in view of the above amendments and the 
following remarks is respectfully requested. 

The Examiner states that the first line of the specification needs to be amended 
to include the serial number of the co-pending specification. This correction has been 
made. 

The Examiner states that Figures 1, 2A, 2B, 3, 4A-4D, 5A, 5B, 7A and 7B should 
be designated by legends such as -related art- because only that which is old which is 
old is illustrated. Enclosed are copies of the drawings in which these designations have 
been provided. The Examiner's approval of these drawing changes is respectfully 
requested. Formal drawings will be submitted after the Examiner has approved the 
drawings. 

The Examiner rejects claims 1-5, 8-1 1 , 14-17, 19, 20, and 24-30 under 35 

U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Laor et al. (see 6,295,154) in view of 

McClelland et al. The Examiner states that Laor et al. discloses a pivoting device 

comprising a functional surface, support structure, first and second pairs of torsional 

hinges, first and second magnet and first and second magnetic driver but does not 

disclose the second magnet mounted along the second axis and located adjacent one 

hinge of the second pair of torsional hinges. The Examiner states that McClelland et al. 

teaches the placing of magnetic material near the axis of rotation will improve the 

mechanical performance of the device. The Examiner concludes that it would have 

been obvious at the time the invention was made if one of ordinary skill in the art to 

have placed the magnetic material in the device of Laor along the axis of rotation as 
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shown in McClelland in order to improve the mechanical performance of the device. 
The Examiner states in regard to claims 2, 16, and 17, see the magnets 53A and the 
coils 91b, 91 d in Laor et al. Figure 7A. 

This rejection is respectfully traversed. Referring specifically to Figure 8E of 
McClelland, as referred to by the Examiner, we can see that the charge (M) of the 
magnet 96 is axial, that is along the axis of the magnet. This requires McClelland et al. 
to place the coils 97 on the sides of the mirror in order to make the mirror rotate. This 
results in a less compact structure. 

In sharp contrast, the present invention has the magnet with a diametral charge 
which is perpendicular to the axis of rotation and substantially parallel to the functional 
surface. As clearly shown in Figure 6B this allows the magnet structure to be placed 
underneath the magnet, resulting in a more compact structure. The Examiner is invited 
to contrast Figure 6B and Figure 5B, which is next to Figure 6B on drawing sheet 
number 3. 

It should be noted that the magnets 53 in Figure 7 of Laor et al. are placed away 
from the axis of rotation. For example, the central moveable portion 47 is pivoted by 
means of the magnets 53 that are located along the line 7a - 7a in the Figure and not 
the magnets 53 located next to the hinges 55. 

Accordingly, Applicants have combined claims 1, 2 and 15, 16 in order to clearly 
distinguish over the combination of references cited by the Examiner. This structure is 
not shown or suggested by either of the references, either singly or in combination. 
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The Examiner states that Claim 6, 7, 12, 13, 18 and 21-23 are objected to as 
being dependent upon or rejected base claim but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all limitations to base claim and any intervening claims. In 
view of the changes to claims 1 and 15, Applicant has not placed these claims in 
independent form. 

Accordingly, Applicants believe the Application, as amended, is in condition for 
allowance, and such action is respectfully requested.
